A Picture of Growth

Pit tator never in its history has the Port of Hampton Roads looked to 


indicate that the Hampton Roads area is the fastest growing metropolitan 
section of The Commonwealth. The cities of Newport News, Hampton Roads 
and Williamsburg and the two counties of the Peninsula alone experienced 
a 44 per cent population increase over the past 10 years. 


Most likely reason for the tremendous 
growth is the increasing awareness by in- 
dustrialists of the area’s strategic location. 
Hampton Roads is the hub of an area, 
which by 1980, appears destined to become 
one of the principal metropolitan centers 
of the East. Located as it is midway along 
the Atlantic Coast it provides an ideal lo- 
cation for north-south distribution and di- 
rect traffic to the population centers of the 
Midwest and Great Lakes via the railroads 
which serve the area. 

Industry-wise, among the outstanding 
newcomers to the area in recent months is 
the refinery construction project of Amer- 
ican Oil Company at Yorktown which rep- 
resents an investment of $30 million. It is 
located on a site of 1100 acres. Another 
important project is Dow Chemical Com- 
pany’s $15 million plant near Lee Hall, 
fronting on 600 acres along the James 
River. 

Newest harbor facility anywhere on the 
East Coast is the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railway’s $8 million ore pier at Newport 
News. And of course, the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, with 
a backlog of shipbuilding contracts well 
over $300 million is a bulwark of the area’s 
economy. 

Since the time over 100 years ago when 
the United States started to emerge as a 
world power, the Port of Hampton Roads 
has played a starring role in helping to 
establish our nation as a kingpin in the 
business of world trade. 

Blessed with one of the world’s great 
natural harbors, Hampton Roads grew 
apace with the country. As the industrial 
might of the Northeast penetrated further 


west new transportation systems fanning 
out from Tidewater led the way. And it 
was mainly because of these great trans- 
port systems serving Hampton Roads that 
it became one of the world’s busiest ports. 

To the south were the endless cotton 
fields and the broad acres of tobacco, 
which, at the time, were the leading ex- 
port products of the new world. Within a 
few years, however, the great Pocahontas 
coal fields lying in the western part of 
Virginia and the neighboring states of 
West Virginia and Kentucky were opened 
and vast new sources of export products 
developed. 

As great new mills were opened in the 
Midwest and world demand for the end- 
products of American ingenuity increased, 
the Port of Hampton Roads, served so 
well by direct transport routes to newly 
developing areas, grew in importance. 
Machinery, automobiles, tractors—all des- 
tined for markets all over the world—— 
started to move through east coast ports 
and in a relatively short while Hampton 
Roads was second only to New York among 
foreign trade outlets along the Atlantic. 

The export and import traffic reached a 
peak during World War II when, with 
the United States serving as the “arsenal 
of democracy,” millions of tons of all kinds 
of materials were handled over the facil- 
ities of Hampton Roads. 

More recently we have seen an even 
greater variety of products being handled 
through Hampton Roads with the recent 
movement of new industry to the South. 
Today better than 12% of the nation’s 
manufacturing plants are now located 
south of the Mason Dixon Line, most of

them having been established during the 
past fifteen years. Products of these in- 
dustries include textiles, chemicals, by- 
products of coal, cigarettes and others— 
all being exported to the far corners of the 
globe. 

Over a period of seven years, 1950 to 
1957, the export trade moving through 
Hampton Roads showed an increase of 
over 110% in the value of the export com- 
modities it handled. At the same time, im- 
port handled in this period showed an in- 
crease of 147%. 

With the world’s population growing at 
|a fantastic rate, with more and more 
countries in remote parts of the earth 
emerging into an era of progress, and 
with hitherto “backward” peoples demand- 
ing higher standards of living, the de- 
mand for American products is almost un- 
limited. At the same time the march of 
civilization in these undeveloped lands has 
uncovered new sources of raw materials 
so badly needed by our great mills and 
manufacturing centers. Thus traffic pat- 
terns both outbound and inbound continue 
to be created. 

Significant too is the port’s program 
| initiated by the executive branch and ap- 
proved by the legislative branch of the 
| Commonwealth during the 1960 session of 
| the General Assembly. This program calls 
| for a total expenditure of $40 million to 
install new cargo facilities and to modern- 
| ize and improve existing ones at Hampton 
| Roads and other Virginia ports of world 
| commerce. 

This is significant because in the past 
| the port operation has been one of private 








"| enterprise and a most successful one, con- 


| sistent with the public and political philos- 
|ophy of Virginia. However, in recent years 
| a new policy of public financing, ownership 
| and in some cases operation of cargo facil- 
| ities has been established at various other 
points on the Atlantic coast, which are 
| the main competitors of Hampton Roads. 
| Investments from $3 million up to as much 
|as $180 million have been made in estab- 
lishing first class facilities. Obviously 
private enterprise could not afford to make 
the necessary expenditures to modernize 
|and improve as well as install new cargo 
facilities in Virginia. Thus it became essen- 
| tial that public funds carry the burden if 
|our ports are to compete successfully. 

| These, then, are a few of the reasons 
that Hampton Roads and other ports in 
Virginia are looking to the future of its 
port in world trade with such optimism.

LFRED E. PERLMAN, president of the 

New York Central Railroad, recently an- 
nounced significant changes in the freight 
traffic organization of the company. These 
involve the creation of a Freight Marketing 
Department and a Freight Sales Depart- 
ment, each headed by a vice-president, to 
plan and to promote the freight interests 
of the railroad. In commenting on the new 
departments, Mr. Perlman said: 

“Freight traffic is the primary support of 
the New York Central and we are trying to 
do everything possible to tailor it to the 
needs of our customers. The highly com- 
plex and competitive nature of this busi- 
ness makes it imperative we have greater 
understanding and knowledge of these re- 
quirements so that we may plan adequately 
the plant, services and pricing that are 
most effective.

We are 
confident that these two departments, 
working closely together, will give us 
added strength in our freight sales effort, 
and, through greater specialization, enable 
us to give more prompt and better service 
to our customers.” 

To head up the Marketing Department, 
Mr. Perlman announced the appointment of 
Arthur E. Baylis as vice president-mar- 
keting. Mr. Baylis formerly served as vice 
president-freight sales and _ service The 
appointment of Wayne M. Hoffman as vice 
president-freight sales also was announced 
Mr. Hoffman is also chairman of the board, 
New York Central Transport company. 

Mr. Baylis joined the New York Central 
as staff assistant to the vice president-traf- 
fic in 1935. After becoming an assistant to 
the vice president-traffic, he was fur- 
loughed in 1942 for Government service, 
becoming assistant director of the Railway 
Transport Division in the Office of Defense 
Transportation at Washington.

By this 
means, a general agreement with local but 
integrated adjustments could undoubtedly 
be reached with benefit to all.”

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


GENERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS AND TRADE—tThe first phase of the tariff 
negotiations under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) opened in 
Geneva, Switzerland, on September 1, 1960. During this phase, the United States, along 
with other contracting parties to the GATT, will negotiate with the Common Market 
countries concerning the establishment of a schedule of tariff concessions for the Com- 
mon Market as a whole to replace the present individual schedules maintained by the 
six participating European countries. The United States will also negotiate, under the 
provisions of Articles XXVIII of the GATT, with several other contracting parties for 
the modification or withdrawal of individual concessions in existing schedules. 

During the second phase of the negotiations, scheduled to begin early in 1961, the 
United States expects to negotiate for mew reciprocal tariff concessions with the Common 
Market on behalf of its member states (Belgium, France, West Germany, Italy, Luxem- 
bourg, and the Netherlands), and with at least 20 other countries which are now con- 
tracting parties to the GATT, or which are expected to negotiate for accession to it. In 
preparation for this second phase of negotiations, the Committee for Reciprocity Informa- 
tion and the U. S. Tariff Commission have been holding public hearings since July 11, 
1960, on the list of products to be considered during these negotiations for possible tariff 
concessions. As a result of representations made during these hearings, it is probable 
that the Interdepartmental Committee on Trade Agreements may issue a supplementary 
list of products which are also to be considered for tariff modification. At the same time, 
it is possible that as a result of the “peril point” hearings before it, the Tariff Commis- 
sion may find that certain articles now on the list may need additional tariff protection. 
In such a case, the Commission is required to institute an escape clause investigation 
immediately to determine the amount of protection needed. 

TERMINATION OF AGREEMENT WITH IRAN—The President has issued a proclama- 
tion terminating as of the close of business on August 25, 1960, the reciprocal trade agree- 
ment between the United States and Iran. As a result of this action, the duty on the 
articles listed below reverts to the rates indicated: 

Par. 736, Barberries, edible, dried, desiccated, or evaporated, from 1%¢ to 2%¢ per 
pound; Par. 762, Apricot and Peach Kernels from 2%¢ to 3¢ per pound; Par. 91l(a) Quilts 
or Bedspreads, wholly or in chief value of cotton, whether in the piece or otherwise, 
if block-printed by hand, from 12%% to 25% ad valorem; Par. 911(b) Table and Bureau 
covers, centerpieces, runners, scarfs, napkins and doilies, made of plain-woven cotton 
cloth, and not especially provided for, if block-printed by hand, from 15% to 30% ad 
vaiorem; Par. 1102(b) Hair of the Cashmere Goat: in the grease or washed, from 18¢ to 
34¢ per pound; scoured, from 21¢ to 37¢ per pound; on the skin, from 16¢ to 32¢ per pound; 
sorted, or matchings, not scoured, from 19¢ to 35¢ per pound; Par. 1552, Cigar and Cigarette 
boxes, finished or unfinished, not specially provided for, wholly or in chief value of silver, 
and valued at 40¢ or more per ounce, from 30% to 60% ad valorem. 

The new rates apply to the articles mentioned above which are entered, or with- 
drawn from warehouse, for consumption on and after August 26, 1960. 

TARIFF BILLS IN THE CONGRESS—In the short session held after the political 
pod conventions, the 86th Congress passed and sent to the President bills on the fol- 
owing:

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Hepackaging of Imported Articles—This bill, H.R. 5054, which proposed to amend 
Section 304 of the Tariff Act with respect to the marking of articles repackaged after 
importation, has been vetoed by the President. 

Bamboo Pipe Stems—This bill, H.R. 10841, adds a new paragraph, Par. 1824, to the 
Tariff Act, providing for the duty-free importation of bamboo pipe stems, except those 
produced in the Soviet Union and its satellites. It is believed that the President will 
approve this bill since it is not controversial. 

Mechanical Cigarette Lighters—As finally passed by the Congress, this bill, H.R. 10960, 
contains an amendment providing that the present 10% excise tax on mechanical cigarette 
lighters be changed to either 10% of the manufacturers’ or importers’ sales price or 10 
cents per lighter, whichever is less. This provision is more acceptable to importers than 
the previous proposal to impose an excise tax of 10 cents on each lighter, regardless of 
its price. The President signed this bill today. 

“Waterproof” Cloth—On Friday, August 26, 1960, the Senate picked up for considera- 
tion H.R. 12659. As passed by the House and approved by the Senate Committee on 
Finance, this bill provides for the duty-free entry for three years for heptanoic acid 
dutiable under par. 1 of the Tariff Act of 1939. During this consideration, however, the 
Senate attached S. 3828 as a rider to the bill. The rider limits the term “waterproof” 
cloth in par. 907 to cloths of a kind generally used in the manufacture of articles designed 
to afford protection against water to the extent expected in raincoats, protective sheeting, 
dress shields, umbrellas and similar articles, and states that even when cloth possesses 
water repelling characteristics it is not classifiable under par. 907, unless it is generally 
used in the manufacture of the articles mentioned. 

EDUCATIONAL, SCIENTIFIC, AND CULTURAL MATERIALS—On February 23, 1960, 
the U. S. Senate ratified the international “Agreement on the Importation of Educational, 
Scientific, and Cultural Materials,” opened for signature at the United Nations in 1950 and 
entered into force on May 21, 1952, with a view to contributing to the cause of peace 
through the freer exchange of ideas and knowledge across national boundaries. In order 
to enable the United States to give effect to this Agreement, which was signed on its 
behalf on June 24, 1959, Representative Wilbur D. Mills, Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, introduced H.R. 13224 in the House on August 30, 1960. This bill pro- 
vides for the duty-free importation into the United States, under specified conditions, of 
certain articles of an educational, scientific, and cultural character, such as books, publi- 
eations, official documents, works of art and collectors’ pieces, visual and auditory mate- 
rials, scientific instruments and apparatus for pure scientific research and not for resale, 
articles for the blind, and for showing at public exhibitions. However, the duty-free 
entry of these articles may be suspended by the president if he finds that, as a result of 
this duty-free treatment, they are being imported in such increased quantities as to 
threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly competitive 
articles. 

No action was taken on this bill, and accordingly it died with the adjournment of the 
86th Congress. There is no doubt, however, that a bill containing similar provisions will 
be introduced promptly in the next Congress.

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DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 
U. S&S. TARIFF COMMISSION INVESTIGATIONS 

1. Under the Escape Clause in Sec. 7, Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951. 

No, 12——Dried Figs—Following the seventh periodic review of the escape clause action 
in 1952, the Tariff Commission reported to the President that developments in the trade 
in dried figs do not warrant a formal investigation to determine whether the duty on them 
could be reduced without resulting in serious injury to domestic fig producers. 

No, 37—Bicycles—-A report to the same effect was sent to the President by the Com- 
mission as a result of the fourth periodic review of escape clause action on bicycles in 

955. 

No. 26—Watch Movements—The President has accepted the Commission's recent find- 
ings that present conditions do not warrant reopening the escape clause actions on watch 
movements. 

No, 44—Linen Toweling—Despite an urgent request by importers for a formal investi- 
gation on linen toweling exceeding 100 threads to the square inch (which is not produced 
in the United States), the Commission nevertheless submitted its third periodic report to 
the President advising that no investigation is warranted, and the President accepted 
tnat advice. 

No. 8—Cotton Typewriter-ribbon Cloth—The President has issued a proclamation 
carrying out the recommendations of the Commission for restoration of 1930 rates of duty 
on certain cotton cloth suitable for making typewriter ribbon classifiable under subpara- 
graph (a), (b), or (c) of Paragraph 904. These new rates will be applied to the ap- 
propriate cotton typewriter-ribbon cloth entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for con- 
sumption on and after September 23, 1960. 

No. 86—Barbed Wire—As a result of this investigation, the Commission found that 
barbed wire, which is free of duty under paragraph 1800 of the Tariff Act, is not being 
imported in such quantities as to cause or threaten serious injury to domestic producers. 

No, 8S7—Cast-Iron Soil-Pipe Fittings—A similar finding was made by the Commission 
with respect to imports of cast-iron soil-pipe fittings dutiable under Par. 327. 

2. Under Sec. 22, Agricultural Adjustment Act 

Tung Oil and Tung Nuts—At the request of the President, the Commission has in- 
stituted an investigation to determine whether imports of tung oil and tung nuts are 
likely to interfere with the price-support program that the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture has established for domestic tung nuts, or to reduce substantially the amount of 
products processed in the United States from such nuts. In connection with this investi- 
gation, the Commission will open a public hearing in Washington, September 21, 1960. 

Pursuant to an investigation under Section 22, the President imposed in 1957 quota 
restrictions for a three-year period on imports of tung nuts and tung oil. These restric- 
tions expire October 31, 1960 


ACTION UNDER THE ANTIDUMPING ACT 

No Sales At Less Than Fair Value—The Treasury Department has issued formal find- 
ings under section ZU1(c) of the Antidumping Act that the following imported articles 
are not being sold to the United States at less than fair value: (1) Malleable iron pipe 
fittings from Japan; (2) Clinical thermometers from Japan. 

Notices of Suspicion of Dumping—Appraisement of the following articles is being 
withheld as of the date indicated because the Bureau of Customs believes that their pur- 
chase price is less or likely to be less than their foreign market value: (1) Hardboard 
from Brazil, September 1, 1960; (2) Brewer's dried yeast from Cuba, September 7, 1960. 

Determination of No Injury—On May 27, 1960, the Treasury Department transmitted 
to the Tariff Commission a finding that nepheline syenite from Canada was being sold to 
the United States at less than fair value. In accordance with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 20l(a) of the Antidumping Act, the Commission conducted an investigation to de- 
termine whether an industry in the United States is being injured because of the impor- 
tation of this product. On the basis of this investigation, the Commission unanimously 
found no injury. 


PRESIDENT VETOES H.R. 5054 


The President this afternoon vetoed H.R. 5054, proposing to amend the marking section 
of the Tariff Act with respect to imported articles repackaged after importation. This 
bill passed the Senate on July 2nd, with an amendment providing that the bill shall not 
apply in those cases where the Secretary of the Treasury finds that compliance with its 
marking provisions would necessitate such substantial changes in customary trade prac- 
tices as to cause undue hardship, and that an article was not repackaged for the purpose 
of concealing the country of its origin.

NEW CUSTOMS FORM 7501 AND RELATED FORMS 


We have been advised by the Bureau that the initial delivery of the new forms is 
expected in approximately three to four weeks, and as soon as they are received, we 
will receive advance copies. 

Since it is the intention of the Bureau to make the new forms effective on January 
1, 1961, and since on and after that date the old forms will no longer be accepted, 
members are again cautioned to watch their supply of forms very carefully. 


LEGISLATION 

After the passage by the Senate of a favorable version of H.R. 5068, the bill was 
returned to the House, and conferees were appointed by both the House and the Senate 
to try to reconcile the two versions. The conference committees met on August 30th, 
but unfortunately no agreement was reached due to the fact that the House Committee 
insisted upon having its own way, which of course meant the worst bill possible for 
forwarders. The only change the House Committee was willing to accept was to pass a 
bill covering only licensing, with no recognition of brokerage whatever, beyond leaving 
a decision on this vital matter to the Federal Maritime Board. The Senate Committee, 
on the other hand, stoutly held out for legislation favorable to forwarders. As a result, 
the meeting was adjourned after long discussion, without any agreement whatever.

U. S. EXPORTS UP 


U. S. exports, following their initial recovery in the second half of last year, surged 
sharply upward in the first six months of 1960 to $9.7 billion, a value exceeded only in 
the first half of 1957. 

_ The export expansion stemmed largely from increased demand stimulated by inten- 
sive industrial activity in Western Europe and Japan, according to an article appearing 
in the September 12 issue of BFC’s Foreign Commerce Weekly. In addition, extensive 
lifting of import controls on dollar goods by Western European countries helped to boost 
U. S. sales to the area. Improved foreign exchange positions of some Asian and African 
countries trading in primary products also brought increased demand for U. S. goods, 
and sales of surplus agricultural commodities financed under PL 480 were stepped up 
substantially in several African countries.

QUARTERLY REPORT ON EXPORT CONTROLS ISSUED 


_ Secretary of Commerce Frederick H. Mueller reported that export licensing to Eastern 
Europe in the second quarter was down by about one-third from the total value of 
commodities approved for shipment to the area in the preceding three months. But 
licensing for the two quarters combined brought the six-months’ total up to more than 
double the value of goods licensed in the comparable period of 1959, and even topped the 
value of commodities licensed in the whole of last year. 

In his 52nd Quarterly Report to the President and the Congress on export control 
operations for the second quarter of 1960, Secretary Mueller stated that the Department 
approved $24.5 million in proposed exports to Eastern Europe in the second quarter, 
compared to $35.4 million in licenses issued during the preceding quarter.

SOUTH AFRICA REPEALS DUMPING DUTY ON U. S. TEXTILES 


The Union of South Africa has repealed its bounty dumping duty on imports of U. S. 
cotton textiles. The duty, applied since December 1957, was imposed after the South 
African Board of Trade determined that U. S. cotton equalization payments to textile 
producers amounted to a subsidy of exports of American-made calico, drill, twill, sateen, 
terry toweling, winter and kaffir sheeting, and cotton prints. 

In conversations with the Union of South Africa, the United States pointed out that 
the equalization payments are not a subsidy, but are merely an indirect method of put- 
tinge American textile manufacturers on an equal raw material cost basis with producers 
in other countries. The Union of South Africa has not announced its reasons for the 
repeal. Withdrawal of the bounty dumping duty will serve to make U. S.-manufactured 
cotton textiles more competitive in the South African market.

Presently the form used by appraisers in notifying importers of probable increases 
varies from district to district and is reproduced locally. It has been determined that 
sufficient quantities of these forms are used annually to make centralized printing and 
distribution more economical and desirable.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—IN-TRANSIT SHIPMENTS 


Due to difficulty in obtaining a sufficient quantity of green automatic metal in-transit 
seals from the manufacturer, Canadian customs officials desire to use uncolored automatic 
metal in-transit seals instead of green ones to seal commercial travelers’ samples in 
transit between Canadian ports through the United States in bond.

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REFUND OF INTERNAL-REVENUE TAX ON IMPORTED 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


In the case of Hulse Import Co. v. United States, the United States Customs Court held 
in a decision dated May 31, 1960, published as C.D. 2182, that the internal-revenue tax on 
imported beer deposited at the time of entry should be treated as a customs duty for the 
purpose of section 558(a)(2), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U.S.C. 1558(a)(2)), and 
directed that the tax on imported beer released from customs custody and thereafter - 
exported pursuant to a law of the United States should be refunded. 

The Court seems to view section 528 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1528) as not 
barring the application of section 558 to internal-revenue tax refunds in a situation where 
refund of duty under section 558 is permissible. To arrive at such view the Court indicated 
that it felt section 528 was not intended to effect changes in the practice of applying 
to internal-revenue taxes on imports the tariff administrative provisions and regulations 
governing the determination, collection, and refund of duties. he Court also interpreted 
section 24.36(a)(7), Customs Regulations, to be administrative recognition that, for the 
purpose of section 558, internal-revenue taxes are to be treated as a customs duty. 

The principle involved in this decision is important. The decision is contrary to the 
uniform administrative interpretation and application of the underlying principle of law 
involved. Additionally, the Court’s interpretation of section 24.36(d), Customs Regula- 
tions, appears to overlook the stated purpose and effect of paragraph (d) of such section 
under the adopting document, T.D. 54896 (1959). Subdivision (7) of paragraph (d) is 
merely an example, or description, of one of the types of situations to which section 6423, 
Internal Revenue Code (26 U.S.C. 6423), is deemed not to apply. 

The effect of T.D. 54896 was twofold; it listed the types of cases excepted from the 
application of section 6423 thereby clarifying for collectors of customs that in such 
situations there was no transfer of authority to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
by Treasury Department Order No. 165-2, Amendment 1, published as T.D. 54803 (1959), 
and it made clear that in such a situation collectors of customs retained authority to 
deny a refund of tax as well as to make a refund of tax collected by them when authority 
to make such a refund specifically exists elsewhere. 

In the specific case, involving imported beer, in view of section 5057 of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, entitled “Refund and Credit of Tax, or Relief from Liability,” 
authority to refund tax was specifically limited to “beer produced in the United States.” 
However, with respect to tax on imported tobacco products section 5705(a) of Chapter 
52 of that Code relates to refund of any tax imposed by such chapter, which would include 
the tax on imported tobacco products. 

If applied to other cases, the principle of C.D. 2182 would be disruptive of proper 
administrative practices. Accordingly, you are instructed to limit the application of the 
decision published as C.D. 2182 to the importations covered thereby. [T.0. 55210.]

In the case of Kroder Reubel Co., Ine., Alltransport, Inc., v. United States, the United 
States Customs Court stated in a decision dated June 15, 1960, published as C.D. 2186, 
that the appellate court, in United States v. The Baltimore & Ohio R.R. Co., 47 C.C.P.A. 
(Customs) 1, C.A.D. 719, in effect repudiated the long-standing rule that if a statute 
designated an article by a name which implied use, then chief use must be established 
as of the date of enactment of the statute. 

As the current or prior use of the merchandise under consideration in the Kroder 
case is not disputed the holding in that case is to be followed with respect to similar 
merchandise. However, the statement of the court relative to the effect of the Baltimore 
& Ohio decision in connection with chief use at or immediately prior to the enactment 
of the statute is not to be followed and the instructions in T.D. 55041 and T.D. 55098 
with respect to tariff designations implying use shall continue to apply. [T.D. 55209.]

has been filed, in which case such articles shall continue to be detained until a final 
determination is made concerning the right of the applicant to the trade name. [T.D.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—REIMBURSEMENT OF EXPENSES 

At present, misinterpretation is possible as to when a proprietor of a bonded ware- 
house is required to reimburse the Government for the transportation expenses and any 
authorized per diem expenses of customs employees assigned to perform services at a 
bonded warehouse. In order to eliminate this possibility and to make it specifically clear 
when such expenses incurred by any customs employee so assigned must be reimbursed 
by the warehouse proprietor, the Customs Regulations are amended as set forth below:

Section 19.5(c) is amended to read as follows: 

(c) The necessary transportation expenses and any authorized per diem expenses 
of a customs employee assigned to too services at a warehouse at which he is 
not regularly assigned shall be reimbursed by the warehouse proprietor. 

Section 19.5(d) is amended to read as follows: 

(d) When a customs officer is regularly assigned to duty at more than one ware- 
house, the charge for his compensation and transportation expenses in going from 
one bonded warehouse to another shall be equitably apportioned among the respective 
warehouse proprietors concerned. However, no charge shall be made for transportation 
expenses when a customs employee is reporting to as a first assignment, or leaving 
from as a last assignment, a place where he is regularly assigned to duty.

In Part 24—Customs Financial and Accounting Procedure, § 24.17(e) is amended to 
read as follows: 

(c) The charge for any service enumerated in this section for which expenses are

Page 1372 

Paragraph 1101(b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, provides for the entry free 
of duty of certain wool or hair to be used in the manufacture of the articles enumerated 
therein. Public Law 86-557, approved June 30, 1960, amended this provision to add 
“papermakers’ felts" as an ‘article which may be manufactured under bond from such 
imported wool or hair. Accordingly, the first sentence of section 10.91(b) and footnote 83 
appended to section 10.91(a) are amended by inserting “papermakers’ felts,” immediately 
after “press cloth,”. 

(Sec. 1 (par. 1101), 46 Stat. 646, as amended; 19 U.S.C. 1001 (par. 1101).) 

Pursuant to Public Law 86-557, the foregoing amendments are effective with respect 
to papermakers’ felts manufactured from imported wool or hair entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption on or after July 30, 1960.

Footnote 7 appended to section 13.16 quotes paragraph 1101(c)(5) of the tariff act. 
In conformance with an amendment of paragraph 1101(c)(5) by Public Law 86-557, 
footnote 7 is amended to read as follows: 

“(5) the standards for determining grades of wools shall be those which are estab- 
lished from time to time by the Secretary of Agriculture pursuant to law and which 
are in effect on the date of importation of the wools.” (Tariff Act of 1930, par. 1161(c)(5), 
as amended, 19 U.S.C. 1001, par.

Aluminum coil, rolled. Country of origin.—Aluminum billets manufactured in Russia, 
approximately 10” x 42” x 72”, weighing about 3,000 pounds, are sent to Finland for the 
production of rolled aluminum coil by processes involving reheating the billets in reheating 
furnaces to a temperature of approximately 900 to 950° F, processing in a hot mill con- 
sisting of a 2-high reversing mill with centering devices in front and in back, roller 
tables in front and in back, shears, plate discharge mechanism for plates to be rolled, 
edge trimmer, and coiler, and reduction in a 4-high cold mill to bring the hot rolled coil 
to the desired finished sheet gauges. The resulting coil will be annealed in annealing 
furnaces. The rolled aluminum coil thus produced in Finland from Russian aluminum 
billets will result in a product of Finland entitled to reduced rates of duty pursuant 
to trade agreements. [T.D. 55180(4).] 

Belting, plastic, round, manufactured in a single extrusion ranging in diameter sizes 
from 2 millimeters to 12 millimeters, made of clear polyviny] chloride plastic containing 
no filler material in the form of belting capable of twisting or bending, used for power 
transmission purposes in place of round leather belting, dutiable at the rate applicable 
to bovine leather manufactured into forms or shapes suitable for conversion into belting, 
under paragraph 1530(b)(1), Tariff Act of 1930, by similitude (paragraph 1559(a)). 
(T.D. 55180(5).] 

Bone, dog, nylon, scented with meat and composed of a synthetic resin not containing 
a filler, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufacturers composed wholly or in chief 
value of india rubber, n.s.p.f., under paragraph 1537(b), Tariff Act of 1930, by similitude 
(paragraph 1559(a)). [T.D. 55193(3).] 

Cap, baseball, protective, composed of a polyethylene synthetic resin containing no 
filler materials dutiable at the rate applicable to articles in chief value of cellulose, not 
acetate, under paragraph 31(b)(2), Tariff Act of 1930, by virtue of the similitude clause 
in paragraph 1559(a), as amended. [T.D. 55207(2).] 

Caulking compound, in form of a rope or cord approximately 33 feet long and about 
5% inch in diameter, composed of asbestos impregnated with compounds of calcium, 
aluminum and silica with a small amount of protein matter, classifiable as cloth, cord, 
rope, rovings, slivers, tape, tubing, wick, and yarn, of asbestos or of asbestos and any 
other spinnable fiber, with or without wire, and all manufactures of any of the foregoing, 
under paragraph 1501(a), Tariff Act of 1930. [T.D. 55180(6).] 

Cheese in original loaves. Entireties.—Blue cheese loaves which have been cut into 
24 equal parts and packaged together, retaining the mass of the loaf, considered to be 
an entirety and classifiable as blue cheese in original loaves under paragraph 710, Tariff 
Act of 1930. Where the 24 equal parts are individually wrapped whereby each portion 
becomes a separate saleable entity, the principle of entireties is not applicable despite 
the fact that the 24 portions are imported in the same container, and the cheese is classi- 
fiable as other cheese under paragraph 717 of the tariff act, as modified. [T.D. 55193(4).] 

Convection radiators and baseboard radiation units, consisting of (1) a heating element 
comprised of copper tubing, nonferrous fins, and copper fittings, and (2) enclosures or 
cabinets composed of heavy gauge metal, classifiable under paragraph 397, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as articles or wares, n.s.p.f., whether partly or wholly manufactured, and subject 
to import tax under section 4541, Internal Revenue Code, 1954. [T.D. 55193(5).] 

Cord, sisal twisted around a single steel wire and put up in spiral form classifiable as 
manufacturers, wholly or in chief value of vegetable fiber, except cotton, n.s.p.f., under 
paragraph 1023, Tariff Act of 1930. [T.D. 55193(6).] 

Deuterated compounds and special research chemicals._—_Deuterated acetic acid, gamma 
aminobutyric acid, deuterated butyric acid, deuterium chloride, deuterated formic acid, 
deuterated glycine, deuterated malonic acid, deuterated nitric acid, deuterated propionic 
acid, deuterated sulphuric acid, and deuterated tartaric acid are classifiable as acids, not 
specially provided for, under paragraph 1, Tariff Act of 1930. Deuterated ammonia, 
deuterated ammonium chloride, deuterated ammonium nitrate, deuterated ammonium sul- 
phate, deuterium oxide, deuterium peroxide, deuterated trifluoromethane, deuterated 
acetylene, deuterated cyclopentanone (when not derived, obtained, or manufactured in 
any part from a product provided for in paragraph 27 or 1651), deuterated formaldehyde, 
deuterated pentanone, tetradeuterocyclopentanone (when not derived, obtained, or manu- 
factured in any part from a product provided for in paragraph 27 or 1651), deuterated 
ethane, deuterated ethylene, deuterated methane, deuterated methyl acetylene, deuterated 
methyl propane, duterated dimethyl propane, deuterated propadiene, deuterated propane, 
deuterated propene, deuterated cyclobutane, deuterated cyclopropane, azoethane, deuterated 
aboethane, azoisobutane, azoisopropane, deuterated azoisopropane, azomethane, deuterated 
azomethane, deuterated dimethyl hydrazine, deuterated hydrazine (deuterium chloride 
salt), deuterated hydrazine hydrate, hexafluoroacetone hydrate, hexafluoroazomethane, 
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perfluoropentanone-3, carbonyl cyanide, and nitroethylene are classifiable under the pro- 
vision for chemical compounds, elements, and salts, and combinations and mixtures thereof, 
not specially provided for, in paragraph 5. Deuterated trimethyl aluminum is classifiable 
as an aluminum compound, not specially provided for, under poragena®. 6. Deuterated 
adipic acid, deuterated aniline, p-aminohippuric acid, alpha alp 4-azotoluene, deuterated 
benzene, deuterated cyclohexane, deuterated cyclopentanone (when of coal-tar origin), 
deuterated diphenyl, alpha alphd-hexadeutero-o-zylene, alpha alpha-hexadeutero-m- 
xylene, alpha alpné-bexaceutete-p-7iene deuterated methyl cyclohexane, deuterated 
naphthalene, deuterated phenyl hydrazine (deuterium chloride salt), deuterated terphenyl, 
deuterated toluene, indophenyl acetate, mevalonic acid (DBED salt), phenyl-alph-D- 
mannoside, and tetradeuterocyclopentanone (when of coal-tar origin) are classifiable 
under paragraph 27(a)(3)(5) as products obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole 
or in part from a product or products provided for in paragraph 27 or 1651.

27 or 1651. Dimethyl mercury and deuterated dimethyl mercury are classifiable as mer- 
curial preparations under paragraph 17. Deuterated dimethyl sulphate, deuterated ethyl 
acetate, deuterated isopropyl acetate, deuterated methyl acetate, deuterated methyl 
formate, deuterated ethyl chloride, deuterated methyl iodide, deuterated tertiary butyl 
chloride, and deuterated diethyl ether are classifiable as esters and ethers not containing 
over 10 percent of alcohol and not specially provided for under paragraph 37. Deuterium 
bromide, deuterated ammonium bromide, deuterated methyl bromide, deuterated propyl 
bromide, and DL-glyceraldehyde-1-bromide-3-phosphorice acid (dioxane complex) are 
classifiable as bromine compounds, n.s.p.f., under paragraph 45. [T.D. 55193(7).] 

Flute, bamboo, capable of playing a musical tune but of very cheap construction so 
as to be of the type suitable only for use as a toy, classifiable as a toy capable of emitting 
sound under paragraph 1513, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, rather than as a woodwind 
musical instrument under paragraph 1541. [T.D. 55180(7).] 

Footwear, leather, ladies’ casual shoes, unlined, having elastic in the uppers, the 
uppers and the sole being cemented together, classifiable under the provision for foot- 
wear, wholly or in chief value of leather, n.s.p.f., as footwear for other persons, in para- 
graph 1530(e), Tariff Act of 1930. [T.D. 55193(8).] 

Footwear, slippers.—Stretchable house slippers having a knit nylon upper ornamented 
with beads and a separate sole sewed to the upper consisting of a knit nylon outer and 
inner sole and a foam polyurethane middle sole, the sole being in chief value of knit 
nylon, classifiable as footwear with uppers in chief value of synthetic textile with soles 
other than india rubber, leather, or substitutes for rubber, under paragraph 1530(e), 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended and modified. [T.D. 55193(9).] 

Footwear, unfinished, basketball or court type.—The items are partially completed 
rubber-soled oxfords with uppers in chief value of cotton. The uppers of two separate 
samples are essentially the same in that there is no tongue, no holes have been punched 
or eyelets inserted for shoelaces, and no laces are included. One shoe has a thin, rough, 
untrimmed edge extending approximately an inch from the thick molded compound rub- 
ber outer sole which is covered by a foxing except for such rough edge; this item has a 
woven cotton sock lining but no cushion insole. In the other sample the rough edge of 
the foxing extends below the sole, varying from almost flush to the sole to less than 
%-inch beyond the sole; there is an unlined cushion rubber insole without a sock lining. 
Both samples are classifiable as footwear, the uppers of which are in chief value of 
cotton, with soles wholly or in chief value of india rubber or substitutes for rubber, 
under paragraph 1530(e), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended and modified, based on the Ameri- 
can selling price of a like or similar shoe if there is produced and offered in the United 
States a completed shoe which was like or similar to the samples at one stage of manu- 
facture. The price taken would be for the comparable domestic product at the same 
stage of manufacture as the samples, predicated on the price the United States producer 
would have received or was willing to receive. [T.D. 55180(8).] 

Glass, float, produced by a newly developed process of “floating” glass from furnace 
to annealing lehr, producing a glass sheet having a lustrous finish and a high degree of 
freedom from surface imperfections so as to make it comparable to plate glass although 
not ground and polished, is classifiable as sheet glass, by whatever process made, and 
for whatever purpose used, under paragraph 219, Tariff Act of 1930. [T.D. 55207(3).]} 

Grills for heating and air conditioning systems, composed of aluminum and steel and 
to diffuse the flow of warm or cold air, classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f.. manufactured, in 
chief value of aluminum or steel, under paragraph 397, Tariff Act of 1930. [T.D. 55193(10).] 

Handle, door, automobile. Parts.—A chrome-plated handle for inside of automobile 
door, classifiable as a part for an automobile, n.s.p.f., under paragraph 369(c), Tariff Act 
of 1930. [T.D. 55207(4).] 

Indicator, queue number, elecirically-operated, used in retail stores where lines usually 
form, mounted at a clearly visible place above manually attended counters, with figures 
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illuminated so that they can be read from afar, and changed by means of impulse senders 
behind the counters, classifiable as an article, having as an essential feature an electrical 
element or device, n.s.p.f., under paragraph 353, Tariff Act of 1930. [T.D. 55193(11).] 

Insecticide designated as “Fly Ban,” consisting of cotton twine impregnated with 
parathion and other chemicals, in chief value of cotton, is classifiable as a manufacture 
in chief value of cotton, not specially provided for, under paragraph 923, Tariff Act of 
1930. [T.D. 55193(12).] 

Machine, textile—A weft straightener, designed to correct bowed or skewed weft 
conditions in woven fabric, classifiable as other textile machinery under paragraph 372, 
Tariff Act of 1930, rather than as textiie finishing machinery. [T.D. 551938(15).] 

Marble cubes and listels. Travertine cubes.—Marble mosaic cubes are classifiable as 
such under paragraph 232(c), Tariff Act of 1930. Travertine mosaic cubes are classifiable 
as other stone suitable for use as building stone, manufactured, under paragraph 234(c). 
Marble listels in loose pieces, each one containing not less than 4 superficial inches, are 
classifiable as marble slabs under paragraph 232(b). Marble listels composed of pieces of 
marble glued together are classifiable as articles in chief value of marble under para- 
graph 232(d). [T.D. 55180(9).] 

Nets, cargo, made of galvanized wire rope frame % inch in diameter and mesh, 9/32 
or 5/16 inch in diameter, measuring 10 square feet in size and weighing 44 pounds or 55 
pounds depending upon type, classifiable as manufactured articles, not specially provided 
for, in chief value of steel, under paragraph 397, Tariff Act of 1930. Nets made of manila 
rope, having a rope frame 1 inch thick and mesh % inch thick in diameter, measuring 10 
square feet in size and weighing approximately 44 pounds per cargo net, classifiable as 
manufactures in chief value of vegetable fiber, n.s.p.f., under paragraph 1923. [T.D. 
55180(10.] 

Paper, overlay, a plain white sheet of paper with weights of 25 and 40 grams, manu- 
factured out of bleached sulphite pulp consisting of 98 percent pulp material and 2 per- 
cent set strength additive, for use as top sheets on plastic laminates and available in 
various colors, classifiable under the provision for paper, n.s.p.f., in paragraph 1409, Tariff 
Act of 1930. [T.D. 55193(16).] 

Park-signal device, watch movement.—The device has a balance wheel assembly and 
escapement similar to that contained in a conventional watch movement; it is designed 
to emit an alarm signal after the passage of a set period of time up to 2 hours as 
indicated on the dial. The movement measuring over 1.2 but not over 1.5 inches wide is 
classifiable under the provision of paragraph 367 (a), Tariff Act of 1930, for watch move- 
ments, and time-keeping, or time-measuring devices, instruments and mechanisms, whether 
or not designed to be carried on or about the person. The plastic case is separately classi- 
fiable, and if a synthetic resin or resin-like substance is not the chief binding agent, by 
similitude in use (paragraph 1559(a)) at the rate under paragraph 367(f) applicable to 
base metal cases suitable for containing any article provided for under paragraph 367(a). 
The key ring and chain for carrying is classifiable under paragraph 1527(c)(2), if valued 
over 20 cents per dozen pieces, as articles designed to be worn on apparel or carried on 
or about the person; if the key ring and chain is valued at 20 cents per dozen or less, it 
is classifiable as articles, manufactured, n.s.p.f., under paragraph 397. [T.D. 55193(13).] 

Pick, tunnel, with one pointed end and one chisel end, with a No. 10 eye, weighing 
3 pounds, is classifiable as a manufactured article, not specially provided for, in chief 
value or iron or steel, under paragraph 397, Tariff Act of 1930. {T.D. 55193(14).] 

Pin, plastic, hairdressing, made of a plastic of the polypropylene type, a colored syn- 
thetic resin containing no filler material, in the shape of a pin with rounded head on a 
shaft with pointed end for use by women to hold hair curlers in place during hairdressing. 
classifiable as pins with solid heads, without ornamentation, not plated with gold or 
silver, under paragraph 350, Tariff Act of 1930. [T.D. 55180 (11).] 

Poles, bamboo, from 10 to 14 feet in length, for fishing poles, with trimmed nodules, 
having a high gloss lacquered finish in black, classifiable under the provision for articles, 
n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured of bamboo, in paragraph 409, Tariff Act of 1930. 
(T.D. 55193(17).] 

Pulp, potato, consisting of a greyish powder composed essentially of carbohydrate 
and a protein material containing about 10 percent of residual starch and used in animal 
feed classifiable as an article manufactured, in whole or in part, n.s.p.f., under paragraph 
1558, Tariff Act of 1930, not being similar in use to any dutiable enumerated article. 
(T.D. 55180(12).] 

_ Separator, magnetic, wet, electrically operated, designed to make a_ separation of 
minerals based on a difference in magnetic susceptibility, classifiable as laboratory ap- 
paratus, not specially provided for, under paragraph 360, Tariff Act of 1930, or as an 
article, having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., under para- 
graph 353, dependent upon chief use.

Dentures in chief value of the teeth described in the preceding 
sentence are classifiable under the same provision in paragraph 212. Dentures in chief 
value of acrylic resin not containing filler material are dutiable under the same provision 
in paragraph 212 by similitude (paragraph 1559(a)). Dentures in chief value of an alloy 
of cobalt and chromium are classifiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., in chief value 
of base metal under paragraph 397.

sodium para-aminosalicylate, 0.69 gram, with other ingredients, in the Virgin Islands 
would constitute a manufacture or production of those islands within the meaning of 
section 301, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. [T.D. 355180(2).] ; 

Universal joints, steel.—The processes of grinding, cutting, riveting, and finishing 
required in the making of steel universal joints from coupling halves, knuckles, and pins 
imported into the Virgin Islands go beyond the “assembly” contemplated by the doctrine 
of entireties and would result in articles the product or manufacture of the Virgin 
Islands within the meaning of section 301, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, which may be 
brought into the United States free of duty, provided that there is compliance with the 
pertinent regulations, and provided further that the value limitations in that section of 
the law are met after the steel universal joints are finally appraised at the port of entry 
in the United States. 

Such steel universal joints are not required to be marked to indicate the name of 
the country of origin of the components contained therein when the completed universal 
joints are brought into the United States. [T.D. 55180(3).]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED 
POWERS OF ATTORNEY FOR CUSTOMS PURPOSES— 


Notice was published on May 28, 1960, in the Federal Register (25 F.R. 4752) 
under the authority of sections 484 and 624, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U.S.C. 
1484, 1624), it was proposed to amend section 8.19 of the Customs Regulations. Upon 
thorough consideration of the data, views, and arguments received, the amendment as 
set forth below is hereby adopted effective 30 days after the date of publication in the 
Federal Register. 

Page 1299 

Section 8.19(a2) now provides that a customs power of attorney executed in favor 
of a licensed corporate customhouse broker may specify that the power of attorney is 
granted to the corporation to act through any of its licensed officers or any employees 
specifically authorized to act for such corporation by power of attorney filed by the 
corporation with the collector of customs. To make this provision applicable to a cus- 
toms power of attorney executed in favor of any licensed customhouse broker, whether 
or not th- broker is a corporation, the last sentence of section 8.19(a) of the Customs 
Regulations is amended to read: 7 : 

A customs power of attorney executed in favor of a licensed customhouse broker may 
specify that the power of attorney is granted to the customhouse broker to act through 
any of its licensed officers or any employee specifically authorized to act for such 
customhouse broker by power of attorney filed by the customhouse broker with the 


collector of customs. [T.D. 55185.]

REPORTS 


BICYCLES—tThe U. S. Tariff Commission submitted to the President its fourth periodic 
report on the developments in the trade in bicycles since the “escape clause” action, on 
August 19, 1955, modifying the concession granted thereon in the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. This report was made pursuant to paragraph 1 of Executive Order 
10401 of October 14, 1952. That order prescribes procedures for the periodic review of 
escape-clause actions. Such review is limited to the determination of whether a conces- 
sion that has been modified or withdrawn can be restored in whole or in part without 
causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic industry concerned. 

In submitting its fourth report to the President under Executive Order 10401 with 
respect to bicycles, the Commission advised the President that the conditions of competi- 
tion between imported and domestic bicycles had not so changed as to warrant the 
institution of a formal investigation under the provisions of paragraph 2 of Executive 
Order 10401. This means that, in the Commission’s view, the developments in the trade 
in bicycles do not warrant a formal inquiry into the question of whether a reduction 
in the duties on bicycles could be made without resulting in serious injury to the domestic 
bicycle industry. 

U. 8S. PRODUCTION AND SALES OF DYES SUBSTANTIALLY LARGER IN 1959 THAN 
IN 1958—The U. S. Tariff Commission released its preliminary report on U. S. production 
and sales of dyes in 1959. The report, twelfth in a series on production and sales of 
synthetic organic chemicals in 1959, gives preliminary statistics for 320 individual dyes, 
and totals by chemical class and by class of application, using the new Colour Index 
classification and terminology. In the Commission's preliminary report for 1959, statistics 
for fiber-reactive dyes, color groups within classes, and a breakdown of azo dyes by 
groups are shown for the first time. 

According to the report, U. S. production of dyes in 1959 amounted to 168 million 
pounds—20 percent more than the 140 million pounds produced in 1958 and 17 percent 
more than the 143 million pounds produced in 1957. Sales of dyes in 1959 amounted to 157 
million pounds, valued at $203 million, compared with 139 million pounds, valued at $177 
million, in 1958. In terms of quantity, sales of dyes in 1959 were 13 percent larger than 
in 1958 and, in terms of value, 15 percent larger. 

U. S. PRODUCTION OF TONERS AND LAKES IN 1959 LARGEST SINCE 1965—The 
U. S. Tariff Commission released its preliminary report on U. S. production and sales of 
toners and lakes in 1959. The report, eleventh in a series on production and sales of 
synthetic organic chemicals in 1959, gives preliminary statistics for that year on full- 
strength toners, on extended toners, and on lakes or laked colors. For a number of 
selected colors, the report also provides data on production and sales of each color by 
commercial form (dry, flushed, pulp, or dispersed). 

DRIED FIGS—The U. S. Tariff Commission submitted to the President its seventh 
periodic report on the developments in the trade in dried figs since the “escape clause” 
action, on August 30, 1952, modifying the concession granted in the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade on such figs classifiable under paragraph 740 of the Tariff Act of 
1930. This report was made pursuant to paragraph 1 of Executive Order 10401 of 
October 14, 1952, which order prescribes procedures for the periodic review of escape- 
clause actions. Such review is limited to the determination of whether a concession that 
has been modified or withdrawn can be restored in whole or in part without causing or 
threatening serious injury to the domestic industry concerned. 

U. S. PRODUCTION OF CYCLIC INTERMEDIATES IN 1959 LARGEST ON RECORD— 
The U. S. Tariff Commission released its preliminary report on U. S. production and sales 
of cyclic (coal-tar) intermediates in 1959. The report, thirteenth in a series on produc- 
tion and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1959, gives preliminary statistics for 
that year on 222 individual cyclic intermediates. 

CAST-IRON SOIL-PIPE FITTINGS—The Tariff Commission made public a report of 
its finding and conclusion in connection with “escape clause” investigation No. 7-87, con- 
ducted under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended. 
This investigation covered cast-iron soil-pipe fittings, dutiable under paragraph 327 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930. Under the 1930 Act, these fittings were originally dutiable at 
25 percent ad valorem; they are now dutiable, pursuant to concessions granted under 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, at 10 percent ad valorem.

U. & PRODUCTION OF MISCELLANEOUS SYNTHETIC ORGANIC CHEMICALS 
LARGER IN 1959 THAN IN 1958—The U. S. Tariff Commission released its preliminary 
report on U. S. production and sales of miscellaneous synthetic organic chemicals in 
1959. The report, fourteenth in a series on production and sales of synthetic organic 
chemicals in 1959, gives preliminary statistics for that year on a group of widely varied 
products such as solvents, paint driers, halogenated hydrocarbons, tanning materials, 
and photographic chemicals, and on acyclic intermediates used in the manufacture of 
more finished products. 

CRUDE HORSERADISH—The Tariff Commission made public a report of its finding 
and conclusion in connection with “escape clause” investigation No. 7-88, conducted 
under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended. This 
investigation covered crude horseradish, dutiable under paragraph 774 of the Tariff Act 
of 1930. Under the 1930 Act, crude horseradish was originally dutiable at 3 cents per 
pound; it is now dutiable, pursuant to a concession granted under the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade, at 1% cents per pound. The Commission found that crude 
horseradish is not being imported into the United States in such increased quantities, 
either actual or relative (to domestic production), as to cause or threaten serious injury 
to the domestic industry producing like or directly competitive products. The Commis- 
sion therefore made no recommendation to the President for the modification or with- 
drawal of the concession applicable to crude horseradish. 

TARIFF COMMISSION WILL RELEASE FINAL REPORT ON TARIFF CLASSIFICA- 
TION STUDY NOVEMBER 15, 1960—The final report of the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion on the Tariff Classification Study will be released on November 15, 1960. This study 
was undertaken by the Commission pursuant to section 101 of the Customs Simplification 
Act of 1954 and the final report will be submitted to the President and to the Chairmen 
of _ + nae on Finance of the Senate and of the Committee on Ways and Means 
of the ouse 

Notice of Investigation and Date of Hearing—Having found in the course of investiga- 
tion No. 3-9 under section 3 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended 
(25 F.R. 4779), that an increase in duty or additional import restriction on the articles 
described below is required to avoid serious injury to the domestic industry producing 
like or directly competitive articles, the United States Tariff Commission, in accordance 
with section 3(b)(1) of the said Act, instituted an investigation on the 16th day of 
September, 1960, pursuant to section 7 of the said Act, for the purpose of determining 
whether such articles are, as a result, in whole or in part, of the customs treatment 
reflecting the concession granted thereon under the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, being imported into the United States in such increased quantities, either actual 
or relative, as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing like 
or directly competitive products. 

‘ Imported articles covered by the investigation. The imported articles covered by_ this 
investigation are ULTRAMARINE BLUE AND WASH AND ALL OTHER BLUES CON- 
TAINING ULTRAMARINE, provided for in paragraph 68 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 

Public hearing ordered. A public hearing in connection with this investigation will be 
held beginning at 10 a.m. E.S.T., on January 17. 1961, in the Hearing Room, Tariff Com- 
mission Building, 8th and E Streets, N.W., Washington, D. C. Interested parties desiring 
to appear and to be heard should notify the Secretary of the Commission, in writing, at 
least five days in advance of the date set for the hearing. 


COTTON TYPEWRITER-RIBBON CLOTH 





‘The President has accepted the unanimous recommendation of the United States 
Tariff Commission in the case of cotton typewriter-ribbon cloth. Accordingly, the 
President issued a proclamation withdrawing existing tariff concessions on cotton type- 
writer-ribbon cloth and thus restoring the higher statutory rates of duty 


ARTICLES CONTAINING COTTON 


The President has accepted the United States Tariff Commission’s report on articles 
containing cotton. On the basis of its investigation and determinations of fact, the 
Tariff Commission found, with two members dissenting, that import restrictions were not 
warranted under Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended. The Presi- 
dent had requested this investigation on November 16, 1959. 


SHRIMP 


Notice of Investigation and Date of Hearing—In response to a resolution of the Com- 
mittee on Finance of the United States Senate, adopted at its last executive session, the 
United States Tariff Commission, under the authority of section 332 of the Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended (19 U.S.C. 1332), has instituted an investigation of the domestic shrimp 
industry (including fishing, processing, and other related operations) and of imports of 
shrimp and shrimp products provided for in paragraph 1761 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 

The resolution directs the Commission to include in its report to the Committee on 
Finance the facts relative to United States and world production, and trade: imports; 
domestic supplies and consumption; the possibilities of world over-production; the inter- 
ests of consumers, processors, and producers; foreign and domestic wage rates; costs of 
transportation to principal consuming centers; supplies of shrimp available to domestic 
and foreign fishermen and other pertinent factors. 

The resolution also directs the Commission to include in its report an analysis of 
the possible results of an imposition of a duty of 35 percent on all imports of shrimp 
and shrimp products as provided for in paragraph 1761 of the Tariff Act of 1930 as well 
as an analysis of the possible results of a tariff quota under which all imports not in 
excess of the imports in the calendar year 1960 shall enter free of duty and all imports 
in excess of those in 1960 shall be dutiable at 50 percent ad valorem. 

Hearing. A public hearing, at which interested parties will be given opportunity to 
be present and to be heard. will be held in connection with the forezoinge investigation in 
the Hearing Room of the Tariff Commission, 8th and E Streets, N.W., Washington, D. C., 
beginning at 10 a.m. E.S.T., on January 9, 1961. 

Request to appear. Interested parties desiring to appear and to be heard at the hear- 
ine should notify the Secretary of the Tariff Commission, in writine, at its offices in 
Washington, D. C., at least five days in advance of the opening date of the hearing.

Texac, Inc., notified Port Manager R. T. 
Spangler it will construct a $500,060 oil 
terminal on a 30-acre tract at Port Ever- 
glades. The company has owned the land 
for more than 10 years. Texaco is the 
last of the major oil companies to locate at 
the Port. Three 54,000-barrel storage 
tanks will be constructed, and the company 
expects to be in operation by January l, 
1961. 


Blair P. Wakefield, director of the 
Bureau of Transportation of the Virginia 
State Ports Authority since July, 1957, has 
resigned to enter law school.

Custom House Brokers into trustee account 
is under consideration by the Bureau of 
Customs as a regulatory requirement, At 
several ports brokers have utilized funds 
from one importer (Peter) to pay duty due 
Uncle from another importer (Paul). Uncle 
waited a long time for Peter’s duty, and 
there have been cases where the duty was 
not forthcoming. 


The trustee account requirement in connec- 
tion with duties being currently processed 
would appear to be unnecessarily burden- 
some on brokers. 


We advocate the following regulations: 


1. A requirement that brokers extend 
credit for no more than 96 hours. 


2. A requirement that duty funds held by 
a broker for more than 30 days be 
placed in a trustee account. 


The restriction of credit will largely elimi- 
nate the possibility of misapplication of 
funds. The principal brokers in all parts of 
the United States are finding credit demands 
burdensome. Brokers pass a severe examina- 
tion to establish their qualifications to ren- 
der a highly specialized service. Their busi- 
ness is to sell service not credit. 


For several years we have been maintaining 
trustee accounts for funds that will eventu- 
illy be payable either to the importer or to 
the Customs. We alone may direct to whom 
the funds are payable. Under the terms of 
the trust the funds may not be paid to us. 


Bar the Bar 


The suggestion that Customs attorneys pay 
ing brokers for services on a contingent ba- 
sis constitutes fee splitting can only work 
to the detriment of the importing public 
and to the Customs attorneys, The produc- 
tion of detailed information regarding ap- 
praisement and classification as well as the 
filing of appeals and protests constitutes a 
material expense to brokers. If contingent 
compensation is not established, certainly 
the brokers are entitled to deny attorneys 
access to entry information. 


Dow Leaves Lone Star Alone 

Effective October 1 Frank P. Dow Co., Inc., 
of Texas will discontinue active operation 
in Houston.

mended to us.
